"In this time of war, it is of su- 


preme importance that every re- 
source of the nation, in men and ma- 
terials, be protected, and conserved. 
The abnormal strain of war produc- 
tion is in itself a hazard to iife, limb 
and property. 
Loss of man-power 


and wealth strikes at national pow- 
er and efficiency as never before. 


"It is today the patriotic duty of 


all, young and old, to prevent, as 
Jar as possible, the loss .of life 
through fire and accidents, to safe- 
guard workers in 
fields, mines, 


shops and factories 
against acci- 


dents and to eliminate all conditions 
which may cause fires. 


"Now, therefore, I, Emanuel L. 


Philipp, governor of the state of 
Wisconsin, for the purpose of arous- 
ing the people of this state to the 
magnitude of the needless loss of 
life and property, to induce them to 
take an active interest in fire and 
accident prevention and to realize 
their individual and collective re- 
sponsibility in these matters, do 
hereby designate and proclaim Fri- 
day, the first day of November, 1D18, 
as fire and accident prevention day. 
I especially urge, that general edu- 
cational exercises .and hre drills be 
held in all schools of this, state, to 
emphasize the. great waste of life 
and property and the best methods

Another amendment requires a phy- 
sician's report in all cases in which 
stipulations of facts are submitt?d 
by the parties to the commission to 
enter an award thereupon. 


Ninety-five per cent of all com- 


pensation cases in Wisconsin 
are 


settled automatically between the 
parties without requiring any for- 
mal hearings on the part of the In- 
dustrial commission. The commis- 
sion, however, checks all 
settle- 


ments made in these cases; 
It is 


for this reason that the commission
